Trade Report. 

Contraband’ of war. 

A Royal Proclamation, dated May 27tb, 1015, 
declares that “ Toluol, and mixtures of toluol, 
whether derived from coal-tar, petroleum, or any 
other source, will be treated as absolute contra¬ 
band.” Also that in the Proclamation of Dec. 
2:hd (see this J., 1011, 1220), the words ” all other 
metallic acetates ” (after M calcium acetate ”) 
shall he omitted, and that linseed oil will be treated 
as conditional contraband. 

Prohibited exports. 

By an Order in Council dated June 2nd, 11)15, 
the exportation of the following goods is prohibited 
to all destinations abroad other than British 
Possessions a nd Protec Dilates Hydrochloric acid, 
oxides and salts of nickel, oxides and salts of 
tungsten ; mineral and vegetable wax, ground 
nuts, earth nuts, or pea nuts (Araehhles), hemp- 
seed, palm nuts and palm kernels, poppy seed, 
rape or colza seed, sunflower seed ; tungsten 
tilanieuts for electric lamps. Among the articles 
added to the list of goods the exportation of which 
is prohibited to all foreign ports in Europe and on 
the Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than 
those of I'ranee, Russia (except Baltic ports), 
Spain, and Portugal, arc arsenic and its compounds, 
ground nut or earth nut cake and meal, hcmpsccd 
cake and meal, husk meal, locust bean meal, meat 
meal, palmnut cake and meal, poppyseed cake and 
meal, rapeseed or colzaseed cake and meal, sesame 
seed cake and meal, soya bean cake and meal, 
sunflower seed cake and meal. 

Prohibited exports. 

Austria-Uungauy. —-According to a decree of 
May Stli the following articles have been added to 
the list of prohibited exports: Ammonia, chloral 
hydrate, dioninc, digalcn, menthol, perhvdrol, 
peppcrineiit oil, pilocarpine, ipecacuanha, liquorice- 
root, rhubarb, Valeriati-rool, salicylic acid and its 
salts, taiiualbiii, theobromine and its derivatives, 
and hexainethylcnetetraiuine. 

(« kii.manY. —According to a decree of the Im¬ 
perial Chancellor, dated May 20th, the exportation 
of wood-vinegar (crude arctic acid), oil-varnishes, 
spirit-varnishes, and shellac-preparations is pro¬ 
hibited. The prohibition of the exportation of 
natural magnesium carbonate (magnesite) lias been 
revoked.
